Hen the Herbes and Plantes 
be ſowen and ſet in the garden, 
then thei be not oncly in daun 

ee ger ol haple, canker, and ruſte, 
miſtes, and froſtes, whiche be defantes 
ol coꝛrupt apꝛe: but be in daunger allo ol 
certapne beaſtes, woꝛmes, and fipcs, ens 
gendꝛed after rayne, whpch be wonder- 
full iniurious to all thynges ſowen, and 
ſpꝛonge vp in gardens,of which be them 
named the Palmares, and Caterpillers. 
And there be alſo other kyndes of lpttle 
beaſtes, that bꝛede in gardens: as Gnats 
in Pauewes, litle woꝛmes in the Radiſh 
Lettiſe alſo and potherbes. And moꝛe be 
ſpde theſe , as the Snaples with ſhelles, 
and wythout ſhelles:and Gnattes allo a/ 
nop watry gardens, cſpectallp if there be 
any pong trees therin.
